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THE SAVOR OF SALT 


~ 


Food without salt is pretty flat. The 
U.S. Department of Agriculture, as 
well as that of Canada, publishes 
standard directions for cooking vegé- 
tables. The water should be salted at 
the beginning. When broiling or fry- 
ing meat, on the .other hand, salt 
should’ be added after or at the end 
of ‘cooking. .Salt tends to draw’ our 
the juices of meat. This applies more 
to meat in small sections, such ‘as 
chops or steaks. So, because it is 
more convenient, galt the roast before 
it is cooked. 

Foods such as cornstarch puddings, 
cooked cereais and breads need _a bit 
of salt to bring out the bland flavor 
of the starch. In a tested recipe for 
bread,: this is enough to accent the 
wheaty taste of the flour, but not 
enough to give a salty taste or to 
slow the growth of the yeast. 

Skilful cooks never neglect to add a 
dash of salt to cooked fruits and to 
fruit drinks. Cocoa, milkshakes and 
other beverages are improved by the 
addition of a few grains of salt. 


Salt seems to make “sweet things |: 


sweeter’, so a trifle of salt should 
always be included in candies, cakes, 
ice creams and sweet desserts. 

. In, dishes that call for the beaten 
whites of eggs, it is a. good practice 
to put a pinch of salt into the whites 
before beating. The salt stitfens the 
whites, makes them beat up faster, to 
a slightly greater volume, and makes 


, the foam less likely to become watery 


on standing. . Add a little salt to the 
water in which eggs are poached. This 
will make them “set” more quickly.
